‘“n my time in Australia, 
I’'y seen about three good ref- 
erees.”’ 

Coaching of youngsters is 
also poor, in Baxter’s opinion. 

“In England for example, 14 
and lfyeer-olds have the 
basics drummed into them,"’ 
he said. “‘This gives them a 
solid footing to start their ca- 
reer, but in Australia there are 
18 and 19-year-olds playing 
totally by instinct alone. 


‘There areplayers, like my- 
self, who are qualified coach- 
es, but we aren’t used enough. 
Surely there are young players 
around who need coaching.”’ 


Baxter has a preliminary 
badge under the English F.A. 
coaching scheme, and a full 
badge under the Swedish F.A. 
scheme. 

While playing in Sweden, 
Baxter ran a coaching clinic 
for youngsters. He'd often 
have up to 150 boys for a 10-day 
clinic. 

“It’s essential that young- 
sters get a grip of the basics 
early,”’ said Stuart. ‘It doesn't 
necessarily make them great

He started with Preston 
North End as a 14-year-old ap- 
prentice. He served three 
years before signing as a full 
pro. 

Baxter’s father was a coach 
with Aston Villa, which gave 
Stuart the chance to get some 
first-class advice as a young- 
ster. 


After signing with Preston 
as a professional, he immedi- 
ately won a place in the first 
team. In three seasons he 
played 80 games, many of 
them under coach Bobby 
Chariton. 

When Preston was faced 
with a money shortage, it 
loaned Baxter to Blackpool, 
the Second Division club, to 
generate cash. 


While on loan to Blackpool, 
Baxter met Brian Burch, who 
persuaded him to try his tuck 
in Sweden. 


Burch, who is now coaching 
in Greece, took Baxter from 
Preston to Helsingborg in 
Sweden for a A$16,000 fee. 

Baxter said his two years in 
Sweden improved him greatly 
as a player. 

‘Il was used to the English 
Third Division, which was all 
biff, bang, wallop,’’ said 
Stuart ‘‘In Sweden the game 
is very technical, and I hardly 
got a kick in my first couple of 
games!"

A fine hat trick by striker 
Roy Cotton enabled St. George 
to climb off the bottom of the 
PSL, but it was Foorscray’s in- 
abilities that made the Sydney 
Club’s win so impressive.

It would also provide the 
means whereby our players 
would be allowed time off in 
the afternoons to train — a 
step that would overnight 
boost the standard of the 
game. 

Australian soccer is assured 
of gradual, evolutionary im- 
provement. 

But it will take the inter- 
vention of men of ability, 
vision and ambition to see it 
suddenly take off in the ‘80s.

He had always stated that he

By taking a large number of selections, 
we can spread our net in the attempt to 
trap the score draws and this week I will 
show you how to make a planned entry to 
cover 21 games. Details for making the 
entry will be given at the end of this arti- 
cle. 

As there’s no form to comment on, I 
thought I’d spend a little time in reminis- 
cing. I try not to make a habit of living in 
the past, but last week I couldn’t help my- 
self. 

When ‘Soccer Action’ reported the pos- 
sibility of a visit from Sir Stanley Mat- 
thews, my mind went racing back down 
memory lane. I had the good fortune of 
seeing this famous player in action. From 
Stoke City to Blackpool and back to Stoke 
City, I witnessed many of Sir Stanley’s 


mes. 

My recollections are quite vivid. In a 
nutshell Sir Stanley’s style of play was 
almost magic. A combination of sheer art- 
istry and pure ability that was coupled 
with an uncanny sense of anticipation. 


All this added up to wonderful enter- 
tainment. Sir Stanley not only baffled his 
opponents he out-manoeuvred them in ef- 
fortless fashion, and he could do it within a 
minimum amount of space. I’m sure that 


a number of the older readers would share 
this view. 

Sir Stanley has obviously done well 
from soccer and it was interesting to note 
that he still gets into the game, I find it 
rather sad that many other great players 
of his era have disappeared into obscurity. 


The financial side of life was not very 
kind to English soccer players in the 
thirties and forties. It would be the under 
statement of the year to say that great 
changes had been made. 


In 1932 when Stanley Matthews reached 
the age of seventeen, he turned pro. and 
signed up with Stoke City. The club gave 
him a ten pound signing on fee. His 
wages were five pounds a week during the 
season and three pounds a week in the 
summer. In addition to this there was a 
little more money in the way of a bonus. 
One pound for a win and ten shillings for a 
draw. 


Nowadays of course it’s nothing out of 
the ordinary for a player to change hands 
for a $im and as far as wages are con- 
cerned, the sky could be the limit. It's true 
that the thirties was a time of depression, 
but as far as entertainers went, soccer 
players were among the poorest paid. 


Incidentally, before Sir Stanley turned 
professional in 1932 he was already em- 
ployed by Stoke City as a junior office boy. 

If we go back nine years earlier to 1923 
it was the time when the first pools divi- 
dend was declared. 

Littlewoods was the name of the pools 
company and their historic dividend was 
the princely sum of two pounds and twelve 
shillings. These days it’s commonplace for

What purpose spit- 
ting serves I have never found 
out, but I think the idea is that 
if you spit you are supposed to 
be very tough, which of course 
is just so much ‘bull’. So 1 sug- 
gest that if you have one of 
those boys in your squad, that 
you make him spit against a 
strong wind on training night; 
hopefully this might cure him 
of this disgusting habit, which 
does nothing for the soccer 
game. 


SWEARING: This is anoth- 
er “art’' which is becoming 
fashionable, but I am afraid 
that ! can’t think of anything 
more degrading than to hear a 
little ten year old letting ‘four 
letter words”’ fly all over the 
park. 


Fortunately this is a punish- 
able offence, and I know you 
would get a shock if you knew 
just how many junior players 
are reported for this offence 
every week. I usually ask the 
referee to tell me if he hears 
any swearing during the 
match, and I will speak to the 
boy concerned after the game, 
and explain to him that all he 
will get out of his swearing is 
the ‘“‘marching orders’ which 


is going to leave his team play- 
ing with ten men. 


If this doesn't cure him I 
would suggest you give him a 
“rest’’, such as warming the 
reserve bench for a few 
games 


i%.uu as 4 coach have a defi- 
nite obligation to teach all 
your players to ‘play the whis- 
tle’? and never argue with the 
man in black, and you yourself 
can set an example by not get- 
ting upset by doubtful deci- 
sions, but I am afraid this is 
possibly a rule that many 
coaches tend to violate, and 
this of course will rub off on 
your boys, so try to control 
yourself and the parents 
watching the game.
